CHAPTER 302.

AN ACT to amend section 70.05 of the statutes, relating to as-
sessment rolls, tax rolls, blanks and necessary papers to be
used by assessors, clerks and treasurers in cities, villages and
towns.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Section 70.05 of the statutes is amended to read:
70.05 The tax commission shall preseribe and furnish to the
several county clerks, forms for the assessment rolls, tax rolls,
blanks and returns required for the assessment and collection of
taxes. Every county clerk shall, at the expense of the county,
annually procure to be prepared according to such preseribed
forms and furnish to each assessor in the county, in due season
for use, an assessment roll, and to each city, village and town
clerk a tax roll, and all other books, blanks and papers necessary
to be used by such assessors, city, town and village clerks and
treasurers, in the discharge of their duties. In the event the tax
commission shall fail to prescribe such forms, the county clerk
shall supply such assessment rolls, tax rolls and other blanks and
necessary papers as are now in current use in such cities, villages
and towns, and if he fails to supply the same, as herein provided,
the clerk of any such city, village or town shall procure the same,
and the cost thereof shall be a charge against the county.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation. .
